Teapot Dome persists in the news. That is the 
only healthy aspect of the matter.

SHOUTING FOR - 


BUREAUCRACY. 

President Coolidge is said to be ready to veto the 
Jones bill, providing for continued government 
ownership, operation, and construction of mer- 
chant shipping, should the measure be passed by 
congress. 
In government shipbuilding, ownership, and 
management the taxpayers have lost more than 
$3,000,600,000—ten years’ tax reductions—on the 
merchant marine. Last year government owner- 
ship cost the American taxpayer $16,000,000. The 
year before it cost him $19,000,000. 
No wonder Mr. Coolidge, with his well known 
preference for economy, is against government 
ownership and is reported to be prepared to kill the 
Jones bill. The wonder is that a congress claim- 
ing to represent the interests of the people are 
willing to throw more of the taxpayer’s money out 
the window. 
It goes to show how strong a pesanbenndir can 
become in a short time. The government has been 


great loss. Yet the shipping bureaucracy is so 
strongly entrenched today that it can dictate to 
the legislative branch of the government and de. 
mand that the country be made to throw away still 
more money in order that its own jobs and offices 
may be continued and made soft and safe. 


Private ownership of shipping means that a few 


office holders will lose their jobs, their titles, and 
their authority. Therefore, there is to be no pri- 
vate ownership—the only method by which an 
American merchant marine strong enough to meet 
world competition can be built up. The plea is 
made that new ships must be built if the United 
States is to keep up with its rivals on the seas; pri- 
vate capital, under present conditions, will not in- 
vest in new ships; therefore the government must 
build them, own them, and run them. 

The assertions of authorities that private capital 
will build new ships under favorable conditions, 
and the suggestions as to the way such favorable 
conditions can be brought about—notably the sug- 
gestions of Mr. Edward N. Hurley—have been dis- 
regarded. The shipping bureaucracy’s shoutings 
drown out aJ] other argument; at least, they have 
been allowed to. 


STRIPES AND STARS. 


President Coolidge is reported as wishing to give 
Maj. Gen. Charles P. Summerall, chief ‘of staff, the 
rank of a full general. A bill pending in congress 
proposed giving rank to the chief of staff and to 
the three territorial commanders; it was provided, 
however, that the. legislation should not go into 
effect until after Gen. Summerall had left office: 
Secretary of War Davis now informs congress 
that the bill will please President Coolidge only if 
the. territorial commanders are left out and Gen. 
Summerall is put in. -

Wins Praises 
from Elmer 


He Enjoys Bizet and Then 
Some Chinese Music. 


BY ELMER DOUGLASS. 
Eleven bells; and the W-G-N con- 
cert orchestra has, since 10:20, been 
en this listener and others. 
Bizet’s “‘L’Arlesienne” suite has at 
this moment been completed, and in 


this gracious 
music was lovely indeed; noting, in- 
cidentally that the carillon effect in 
the fourth movement, was produced 
not by orchestra bells, but by the ap- 
propriate scoring of the instruments. 
This concert had its beginning with 
another chimes number, “ The Voice 
of the Chimes,” by Luigini, a con- 
temporary of Bizet, and also a French 
opera composer. 

The operatic concert from New York 
through KYW, 9 to 10,. was as good 
as ever, and it always is good. The 
orchestra is all that it need be, and the 
singers are radio finds. Their soprano 
soloist, Astride Fijelde is a star among 
radio stars. This was a diversified con- 
cert, by the same organization that 
some of us may have admired in 
“Aida” picked up through WHAS, 
Louisville, Wednesday evening. . 

WMAQ put on a rather queer Chi- 
nese program, 9 to 10, which included 
a phonograph recording of a Chinese 
operatic selection sung by Mei Lan- 
fang, said to be China’s foremost ac- 
tor. 

One of the small, but perfect gems 
of the evening was a single piece 
played by Leo Ornstein, pianist, on 
the New York, KYW, 7:30 to 8 pro- 
gram. This was Chopin’s Nocturne in 
D (or was it E?) flat. No especially 
distinguishing mark, except very great 
individual finger pressure control, 
great effectiveness. 

The climaxes were reached easy, 
gradual shading at times, notes fell 
like drops of water on variously sized 
bells. 

I am begining to notice more and 
more the similarity of the organ music 
heard from the various stations. They 
all sound as nearly alike as dance or- 
| chestras do. The same pieces are 


‘| played about itn the same way; the 


same tremolo effects, the same theat- 
ric atmosphere. There is much chance 
for improvement. 3

SOUGTH BY SOUTH 
CHINA AS ADVISER 


[Chieage Tribune Press Service.] 

SHANGHAI, Feb. 2.—It is ‘reported 
that the nationalist governm has 
approached Frank W. Taussig, former 
head of the United States tariff com- 
mission, inviting him to become ad- 
visor to the nationalist government 
and assist in drafting a Chinese na- 
tional tariff law, to become operative 
on Jan. 1 next, when the Chinese tariff 
autonomy becomes operative. 

The fourth plenary session of the 
Kuomintang party opened at the na- 
tional government headquarters in 
Nanking today. It was attended by 
twenty-five members of the central 
executive committee, constituting a 
quorum. 

Quo Tai-chi, acting foreign minister, 
announced the intention of the na- 
tionalist government to assume ac 
tive contre* of the maritime customs 
administration, displacing Peking, on 
the grounds that the nationalist gov- 
ernment controls most of China’s ter- 
ritory and more than 70 per cent of 
the revenues. 


Dedicate Big Clock on 
the Pure Oil Building 
The great bronze cwck which hangs 
at the Wabash avenue and Wacker 
drive corner of the Pure Oil building, 
was dedicated yesterday. The clock, 
made by the Elgin National Watch 
company, is scientifically correct to 
the one hundredth part of a second, 
and is said to be the only one of its 
kind in the world.. By means of elec- 
tric impulses every second controlled 
by the master clock in the company 
time laboratory at Elgin, perfect syn- 
chronization is maintained. The clock 
is 20 feet high and has four illuminated 
dials, five feet in diameter.
